ADDITORS'  OPINION 


Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  of  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December 
31,  1986,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  Our  examination 
was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards 
and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records 
and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in 
the  circumstances. 

As  described  more  fully  in  Note  1,  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  financial 
statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group,  which 
should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  The  amount  that  should  be  included  in  the  General 
Fixed  Assets  Account  Group  is  not  known. 

As  described  more  fully  in  Note  4,  prior  to  January  1,  1980 
the  Town  did  not  record  the  cost  of  its  utility  plant  in  service 
and  the  related  accumulated  depreciation,  contributions  in  aid  of 
construction,  and  long-term  debt  in  the  financial  statements  of 
the  Sewer  Enterprise  Fund.  In  our  opinion,  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  require  that  such  elements  be  included  in 
the  financial  statements. 

As  described  in  Note  1,  the  Town  has  recognized  property  tax 
revenues  of  $18,575  in  the  General  Fund  and  $112,116  in  the 
Property  Tax  Fund  which  were  not  received  in  cash  within  sixty 
days  of  year  end  as  is  required  by  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  (GASB  Interpretation  3).  Town  officials  believe,  and 
we  concur,  that  the  application  of  this  accounting  principle, 
which  would  result  in  a  decrease  in  the  undesignated  General  Fund 
balance  to  ($1,915),  would  give  a  misleading  impression  of  the 
Town's  ability  to  meet  its  current  and  future  obligations. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effects  of  the  matters 
described  in  the  third  paragraph  and  that  the  omission  of  the 
financial  statements  described  in  the  second  paragraph  results  in 
an  incomplete  presentation,  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the  financial 
position  of  each  of  the  fund  types  and  account  groups  of  the  Town 
of  Hinsdale,    New  Hampshire  at  December  31,    1986  and  the  results 
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of  operations  and  changes  in  financial  position  of  its 
proprietary  fund  types  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  the  preceding  period. 


Our   examination   was   made  for  the  purpose   of   forming 
opinion   on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken   as 
whole.    The  supplemental  schedules  are  presented  for  purposes 
additional   analysis   and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the   gene 
purpose   financial   statements   of   the   Town   of   Hinsdale, 
Hampshire.    Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the   audit 
procedures   applied   in   the  examination  of  the   general   purp 
financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in 
material   respects  in  relation  to  the  general   purpose   financ 
statements  taken  as  a  whole.

ADMINISTRATIVE  ASSISTANT'S  REPORT 

The  Town  of  Hinsdale  has  gone  through  considerable  change 
over  the  last  twelve  months.   The  actions  by  town  meeting  and  the 
town's  governing  boards  have  set  the  town  in  a  direction  of  im- 
proving the  quality  of  governmental  services  and  enchancing  de- 
velopment within  the  boundaries  of  our  community. 

The  town  took  a  step  forward  in  improving  the  quality  of  it's 
road  network  by  approving  the  reclamation  of  Plain  Road.   Though 
the  massive  reconstruction  undertaken  caused  many  inconveniences 
to  residents  this  past  summer,  the  benefits  of  this  road  improve- 
ment project  have  been  realized  through  reduced  vehicle  mainten- 
ance costs  (both  public  and  private) ,  an  improved  transporation 
network,  and  the  potential  for  expanded  grovth  along  this  corridor. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  began  infrastructure  improvements  to 
both  ouv   water  and  sewer  departments  this  past  year.   The  town's 
people  had  stressed  to  the  Board  the  need  to  develope  a  new  source 
of  water  for  the  community.   The  Selectmen,  through  previous  town 
meeting  legislation,  have  committed  us  to  that  goal.   The  decision 
to  develop  a  second  source  of  water  for  the  community  will  add 
necessary  capacity  to  our  municipal  water  system,  reduce  the 
burden  on  an  already  overtaxed  aquifer  in  North  Hinsdale,  and 
assure  us  the  opportunity  to  expand  our  tax  base  by  encouraging 
development. 

In  the  sewer  department,  the  Board  completed  it's  review  of 
the  final  phase  of  the  Federal  Sewer  Improvement  Project.   Once 
the  construction  has  been  completed  on  this ,  the  town  will  greatly 
improve  it's  wastewater  collection  system.   The  result  will  be 
reduced  infiltration  in  the  sewer  system,  improved  efficiency 
of  our  wastewater  treatment  plant,  and  will  have  enhanced  the 
quality  of  the  water  and  soils  in  our  community. 

The  planning  and  zoning  Boards  were  very  active  this  past 
year.   The  time  and  commitment  by  the  representatives  of  these 
board's  have  helped  Hinsdale  to  manage  it's  growth  in  a  timely 
and  orderly  fashion.   The  decisions  made  by  these  two  boards 
guide  the  development  and  prosperity  of  our  community. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  believe  residents  feel  they 
are  receiving  efficient,  effective,  and  reliable  services  for 
their  tax  dollar.   The  Board  and  I  will  continue  to  evaluate 
and  improve  municipal  services  without  siibstantially  increasing 
the  costs  of  local  government.   In  order  to  obtain  this  goal, 
input  from  each  and  every  citizen  is  strongly  encouraged.   With- 
out your  guidance  we  connot  respond  to  your  needs.
